The estimated 
wealth of the United States according to the ceneus of 1900 was $95,000,000,000. There 
ie no way of determining how meh of this wealth is in the hands of Christians, but 
I think thet 14 1s below the mark to assume that Christiane have their proportionate 
share of it, As a matter of fact, they have mich more. But asswning that the Protes- 
tent church members of the country have only that proportion of the wealth of the 
Land which their munbers sustain to the entira poyulation, it would be more than safe 
to say that the Protestent church members of the United States were worth in 1900 
$25,000,000,000.The population of the United States that year wae 76,000,000 and the 
commnicant membership of the Protestant churches was 16,900,000, As you mow, thers 


are many people counting thenselves menbers of the Protertunt clurchee who are not 


communicants, but perhaps their nwaver is off set by those who are communicants but 
ought not to be members. 

The Fresbyterian conmmicants in 1900 ware 1,007,689. You can easily ssti- 
mate accordingly what proportion oF fealth of the land waa owned by Presbyterian church 
members. 4s a matter of fact, wo have more than our proportionate share. 

If you would like to bring the fleures for 1900 down to dete, so fer as 
the wealth of tie land is concerned, 14 would be fair to estimate that it has increased 
each yeer since 1900 at the rate of about $2,000,000,000. a year. Between 1890 and 
19CO the wealth of the land increased at the rate of 2,900,000,000. a year and the 
proportionate wealth of the Protestant church members increased esch year of that 
decade by $725,000,000. _ 

I heard it asserted at the celebration of the 260th Anniversary of the 
Westminster Assembly at winona in 1898 that one-sixth of tho wealth of the United States
